Icy act— levying a duty of 67 cents a 
ten on coal— passed, there has only 
been a total *f 6,609 tons imported. 
Under the W ilson bill there was a total 
of 149.748 tons imported in the year 
1896 alone. 
The Wilson tariff on coal 
was 40 cents, which was increased 27 
cents by the Republican congress.

has received considerable protection 
from the Dingley tariff bill.”
